Under  Fire 
Mon.  Night

Cafeteria  meal  ticket  plan 
will  be  taken  up  by  the  Student 
Senate  once  again  at  its  regu¬ 
lar  open  meeting  Monday 
night  at  7:30  in  Student  Sen¬ 
ate  Offices,  Luther  Hall.  • 
Other  major  items  of  business 
listed  on  the  agenda  are  a  report 
of  the  Educational  Policies  Com¬ 
mittee  meeting  concerning  the  re¬ 
vision  of  the  present  cut  system 
and  appointment  of  a  Swing  Show 
director. 

Chuck  Bose,  senior,  chairman  of 
the  permanent  Senate  Research 
committee,  will  report  to  the 
Solons  on  the  discussion  of  the 
proposed  meal  ticket  plan  at  the 
faculty  -  student  Student  Welfare 
Committee  meeting  last  Tuesday. 
Committee  Purpose  Stated 
At  the  welfare  committee  meet¬ 
ing  Dean  Earnest  Oppermann,  com- 
mittec  chairman,  stated  that  the 
purpose  of  the  committee  is  to  re¬ 
ceive  complaints  and  suggestions 
on  any  student  problem,  to  study 
the  problem  and  to  solve  it  within 
the  committee  or  to  advance  sug¬ 
gestions  concerning  it. 

Following  a  reading  of  the  Sen¬ 
ate  recommendation  that  the  meal 
ticket  plan  be  adopted  for  the  col¬ 
lege  cafeteria.  Chuck  Bose  ex¬ 
plained  the  five  points  of  the  plan: 
List  Five-Point  Plan 

1.  Five  25-day  meal  tickets  is¬ 
sued  to  each  student  each  semes¬ 
ter. 

2.  Students  must  pay  for  all  of 
the  tickets  at  tiut  time. 

3.  Students  must  cat  or  pay  for 
80  per  cent  (20  days)  of  each 
ticket. 

4.  Meals  not  eaten  over  the  80 
per  cent  margin  would  call  for 
credit  or  refund  at  the  end  of  (be 
seme.stcr. 

5.  All  figures  arc  approximate 
and  tentative. 

"The  motivation  behind  this 
proposal,"  Bose  stated  "is  th.il 
under  the  present  system  students 
are  compelled  to  pay  for  meals 
that  they  miss.” 

Oppermann  replied  that  the 
compulsion  was  present  only  on 
the  five-day  cafeteria  plan  and 
only  for  the  412  students  living  in 
the  four  college  dormitories. 
Over-Simplification  Charged 
'  The  Rev.  E.  A.  Schick,  commit¬ 
tee  member,  charged  that  this  was 
an  over-simplification  and  Student 
Body  Pres.  Tom  Loftus  declared 
that  the  Senate  was  dissatisfied 
that  "a  student  must  pay  for  two 
meals  (one  in  the  caf  and  one 
elsewhere)  at  any  time — whether 
on  a  five-  or  seven-day  plan." 

"Of  all  the  schools  contacted  by 
,  the  Research  Committee — all  sim¬ 
ilar  to  Wartburg  in  enrollment 
and  operation,"  commented  Junior 
Senator  Mary  Hofi.  “only  two  had 
compulsory  eating  for  all  the 
students." 

Ensuing  discussion  brought  out 
the  fact  that  if  the  proposed  plan 
were  adopted  in  future  years  (It 
can  not  under  any  circumstances

Republicans  Center  On  Foreign  Policy 


Voters  of  America  will  soon  go  to  Ihe  polls  and 
decide  whether  or  not  the  Republican  party  can 
continue  its  program.  The  '54  election  is  an  off- 
year  election,  but  it  is  extremely  important  to  the 
public.  ...  ^ 

It  means  a  possible  return  to  the  New  Deal  if 
the  Democrats  return  to  power  or  a  continuation 
of  our  present  course  of  more 
private  ownership  and  le.'.s  pub¬ 
lic  ownership. 

What  art  ihe  issues  be¬ 
ing  discussed?  What  are  ihe 
setting  points?  What  portions 
of  ine  population  are  being 
appealed  to?  Which  Con¬ 
gressional  saats  are  in 
question?  These  are  some  of 
the  questions  that  need  at¬ 
tention. 

Bringing  the  election  down  to  the  people, 
Representative  Thomas  Martin,  running  for  the 
Senate,  spoke  at  a  dinner  and  a  Republican  rally 
here  in  waverly  on  Monday  night. 

Representative  Martin  drew  attention  to  favor¬ 
able  tax  laws  for  dairy  farmers  and  livestock  raisers 
enacted  during  the  past  two  years.  Ho  also  called 
to  mind  the  leveling-off  of  prices  achieved  by  the 
Administration.  (A  decline  in  farm  prices  had  be¬ 


gun  I 


■51.) 


Representative  Martin*  cited  seven  different 
ways  that  farmers  have  benefited  from  his  work  on 
their  behalf  in  Washington  from  the  standpoint  of 
taxation.  Continued  farm  prosperity  was  also  as¬ 
sured  because  of  the  reduction  of  farm  surpluses. 

In  general,  however,  the  speech  of  Represent¬ 
ative  Martin  followed  the  approved  '54  practice  of 
the  Republican  campaign  talfe.  Attention  is  to  be 
centered  on  the  improvement  of  the  foreini  situation 
rather  than  on  the  more  controversial  local  issues. 


Admittedly  being  Eisenhower  coat-tail 
riders,  the  candidates  are  praising  the  President 
and  hit  program.  While  the  support  Ike  re¬ 
ceived  from  his  Republican  Congressmen  was 
far  from  being  unanimous,  he  did  succeed  in 
passing  a  great  deal  of  legislation  which  the 
candidates  are  taking  to  advantage. 

Clearing  the  government  offices  of  C,929  security 
risks  is  also  a  good  political  bone.  Of  these  6,929 
security  risks,  1.743  were  removed  because  of  sub¬ 
versive  connections. 

Democrats  have  their  rallying  points  too.  Farm 
irritation,  attention  to  neglected  local  issues  and 
inefficiency  and  corruption  are  chief  Democratic 
stand-bys. 

Republicans  arc  appealing  to  the  Negroes  of  the 
South  and  the  women  voters,  while  the  Democrats 
are  appealing  to  the  farmer. 

Eight  slates  ere  in  question:  Maryland, 
West  Virginia,  Kentucky,  Missouri,  Oklahoma, 
Colorado,  Nevada  and  New  Mexico.  Races  will 
be  close,  with  the  Democrats  given  a  slight  edge. 
Only  in  Maryland,  where  the  Democratic  party 
is  split  into  factions,  are  the  Republicans  given 
the  possibility  of  picking  up  an  extra  seat.  . 

Just  slight  changes  in  the  House  or  Senate  will 
shift  in  the  balance.  Committee  chairmen  will 
change  right  and  left,  and  the  Eisenhower  program 
may  be  lost  in  the  shuffle. 

Off-year  elections  are  noted  for  their  general 
voter  apathy.  Registrations  all  over  the  country 
are  lower  than  '62  registrations.  It  is  a  proven  fact 
that  a  satisfied  voter  will  do  less  to  declare  his 
satisfaction  than  a  dissatisfied  person  will  do  in 
making  known  his  displeasure.
